federal iclief official told the Senate 
unemployment c o m m i t t e e today 
there .had been "a deluge of appli- 
cations" for rural relief since last 
September. 


"The effects of the current busi- 


ness recession have by no means 
been confined to the cities," 'Cor- 
jnngton Gill, assistant Works Prog- 
ress administrator in charge of :ural 
relief, said. 


"Large numbers of rural families 


are experiencing severe privation," 
| he said. 
j Gill asserted the curtailment of 
|WPA. that started last jear had 
i left many rural families a "mere 
pittance." He said a large number 
of such families and non-agricultural 
workers in rural areas would have to 
be carried on relief rolls until 1938 
crops are harvested and business im- 
proves. 


"At least 3,500,000 families or more 


than one out of every four rural 
families in the United States have 
received public assistance at some 
time during the depression," he con- 
tinued. 


Gill explained that rural relief in- 


cluded towns of 2,500 and less. He 
said the relief load was about evenly 
divided between farm and non-farm 
families.

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EGG CUPS DATE 


BACK TO SYRIA 


How early were egg cups used? 


OiT-hand. the egg cup might seem 
a 
comparatively modern 
British 


fashion, but excavations conducted 
by the Princeton expedition in the 
ancient 
city of Antioch. Syria, 


proves that the egK cup dates back 
to the early Christian and perhaps 
medieval periods. 


Findings of a unique series of 


mosaic floors were announced early 
this year by the expedition, sup- 
ported by the Worcester. Fogg. Balti- 
more and Louvre museums and 
Princeton university. 


Through a trench dug. in an ef- 


fort to clarify the relation of several 
mosaic rooms found during past 
seasons, the expedition uncovered a 
icalistic 
representation 
of 
the 


courses which constituted a Roman 
banquet. One of the panels, thought 
to represent the ancient equivalent 
of a "buffet supper" scene, featured 
artichokes, (probably served steamed 
with a butter sauce), pigs feet and 
eggs served in egg cups. 


Interesting pottery, lamps and 


other household equipment, which 
show artistry and harmonious color- 
ings, also are being classified by the 
expedition, which will continue the 
work this .spring and summer.
